— Your exemption is $100 (retail _ 
value) on articles acquired 
abroad, IF ,- Articles are for 
personal use or gifts. Articles 
accompany you . You have been 
out of the country at least 48 
hours. (Mexico and U.S. Virgin 
Islands are exempt from the 48 
hour limitation.) You have not 

'claimed the exemption within 
the preceding 30 days, h 
VYou may include in this 

>mity-fpee exemption: 100 cigars 
(not Cuban) One quart (32 oz) 
wine, beer, or liquor if 21 years 
of, age or over. (Note: Some 
States have restrictions on the 
amount of liquor residents can 
or cannot bring in and also some 
states the age is 18. ) 

Your exemption is $200 if 
returning from American 
Samoa, Guam, or the U.S. 
Virgin Islands, and one U.S. 
gallon (128 oz) of alcoholic 
beverages; may ;be included, 
provided not more than one 
quart and $100 of purchases 
were -acquired elsewhere -than \ 
in these islands. 

You must declare EVERY- 
THING acquired abroad that 
you bring home, including gifts 
.given to you and articles worn 
or used. If you fail to 'declare an 
article or understate value, 
-PENALTIES CAN BE 
SEVERE. . 

It is wise to register 
foreign-made articles, (e.g. 
cameras, watches) with Cus- 

, torns before you leave or take 
proof of prior possession (e.g.
